Governor's veto may be overturned

An attorney, a businesswoman 
and a sales representative are 
among the 12 candidates running for 
three Upland City Council seats in 
the March 7 election. 

Gregory Annigian 

Gregory Annigian is an attorney 
and has lived in Upland 2% years 

Taxes and property tax relief are 
the most important concerns facing 
the city, Annigian said. 

He indicated dissatisfaction with 
the almost 7 - cent decrease in the 
city’s property tax rate adopted last 
year by council after assessments in 
the city jumped 28.3 percent. 

‘“‘That’s the game that politicians 
try to play — ‘oh, we cut your rate’ 
— but in actual dollars your rate 
goes up.” 

Annigian said the city should ease 
residential property taxes by 
broadening its tax base through en- 
couraging new ‘‘quality commercial 
development.” 

“That’s essentially the theme of 
my campaign,’ he commented 

He said Upland appears overly 
restrictive to business represen- 
tatives looking to locate in the city, 
if not actually in law, then by 
“philosophies.” 

The Architectural Commission’s

Action delayed on land in freeway route

In the wake of Gov. Jerry Brown’s 
veto of a bill to protect the western 
corridor of the proposed extension 
of the Foothill Freeway, the Upland 
City Council Tuesday night faced the 


recurring question of what to do 
with land along the route. 

The council postponed considera- 
tion of a request for a zone change 
from agricultural to residential use 
for 15 acres at the southwest corner

missioners will consider the future residential density for the largely un- 
developed, 814-acre northwest section and establishing a ‘‘density bonus 
area’’ for all or part of that land. 

The second general plan amendment addresses conservation and 
rehabilitation of existing housing in the 1,234 - acre southeast quadrant study 
area. This proposed amendment would affect 425 acres and the changes 
would generally reflect existing land use rather than more intensive 
residential development permitted under current general plan designation 
and zoning.

Councilman Hal Bailin, president 
of the Foothill Freeway Association, 
noted the legislature has 60 days to 
override the governor’s veto of AB 
469 directing the state to purchase 
land in the freeway right - of - way 
threatened by development. 

The legislation by Assemblyman 
Bill Lancaster (R - Covina) would 
apply only to hardship cases on the 
17 miles of the proposed extension 
from La Verne to the Devore 
Freeway. 

Council members directed city 
staff to draft a letter to Brown re- 
questing the state to buy portions of 
two parcels the proposed Route 30 
extension passes through. 

Former Mayor Abner Haldeman 
owns 10 of the 15 acres for which the 
zone change was sought Tuesday 
night. The request has been post- 
poned several times with the council 
expressing hope the fate of the 
Foothill Freeway would become 
certain later. 

A lawsuit against the city of 
Upland has been filed recently on 
behalf of Nelson Gray, owner of 10 
acres at the southwest corner of 
Euclid Avenue and 19th Street. 

The suit contends Upland is deny- 
ing reasonable development of the 
property, the other parcel the coun- 
cil said Tuesday is a hardship case 
in the city 

Bailin, who was among the local 
officials meeting with Brown last 
Friday in Los Angeles, said an 
attempt to override the veto faces 
an ‘‘uphill’’ struggle despite 
previous unanimous votes in both 
houses. 

Nor was he optimistic the propos- 
ed freeway extension will get quick 
consideration by new state 
Transportation Commission, which 
holds its first meetings March 9 and 
10. 

‘‘Well, of course, it’s going to take 
them a year until they know which 
end is up,’ he commented. 

Bailin said Brown met with the 
local contingent 24% hours and told 
officials he would study the bill. 
Word of the governor’s veto came 
just hours before the bill would have 
become law without his signature. 

‘‘Now, I am beginning to think I'm 
a little naive — that perhaps the 
decision wasn’t that open at that 
point,” Bailin said. 

The letter from the council will 
request the new commission to con- 
sider protection of the freeway 
route at its first session. 

An assistant to Adriana Gianturco 
— director of the California Depart- 
ment of Transportation (Caltrans) 
— has said the department will 
recommend deletion of the freeway 
extension from the state’s master 
plan of highways. 

Wayne Blanton, representing 
Park View Homes and the property 
owners, reiterated his suggestion 
Tuesday that the council approve 
the zone change to “‘put the burden 
on the state’s back.” 

He told the council that if the zone 
change were approved the tentative 
tract map subsequently filed with 
the city would be forwarded to 
Caltrans and could help force the 
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state’s hand on making a decision 
about the freeway 

Blanton noted filing of the final 
tract map would follow the zone 
change by six - eight months, giving 
the developer the opportunity to 
change plans if the state decides to 
purchase the corridor’s hardship 
cases. 

Mayor Pro Tem John McCarthy 
and Mayor George Gibson express- 
ed concern that such a move might 
backfire 

McCarthy said he was ‘‘very fear- 
ful’ transportation officials “‘would 
construe that we didn’t care.” 

Blanton said, ‘‘Mr. Haldeman 
bought this property years ago for 
his retirement, and as all of you 
know, Mr. Haldeman is not a young 
chicken anymore. He’s become an 
old rooster.” 

Haldeman commented, ‘‘T’ll have 
to pray for more patience, I guess, 
and hope this thing works out.” 

In a related action, the council 
directed City Manager Lee Travers 
to investigate the cost of hiring a 
full - time traffic engineer or a part - 
time consultant on traffic next fiscal 
year.

tural review itself ‘‘worries me.” 

He suggested members of the 
body could sit with the Planning 
Commission to help speed the 
review process. 

Annigian supported the extension 
of the Foothill Freeway and said it 
should be depressed to reduce noise 
and improve its appearance. 

He cited no current changes need- 
ed in Upland’s growth - manage- 
ment plan, adding management is 
“the only way’’ but that any sugges- 
tion of stopping growth is ‘‘foolhar- 
dy.” 

Annigian said he has heard no 
complaints over a current proposal 
to set maximum density at three un- 
its per acre for conventional housing 
in the largely undeveloped 
northwest area. 

Storm drains will be expensive no 
matter what tact Upland takes, he 
said, adding, ‘I just don’t know 
which is the best.” 

He said he had ‘‘no objection to 
letting citizens decide’ the finan- 
cing. 

Frances Randau 

Frances Randau operated a travel 
agency in Claremont until 1972 when 
she sold the business to devote more 
time to a foster child program. She 
was born in Upland and has lived 
here most of her life. 

Mrs. Randau said extension of the 
Foothill Freeway is the most impor- 
tant concern facing the city and sup- 
port for the route should be “‘pushed 


to the hilt.” 3 
She added that while the freeway 


should be depressed if at all possi- 
ble, Upland needs the proposed ex- 
tension even if it is not. 

She called the future of the 
northwest area another ‘‘vital’’ con- 
cern' for the city. 

“The big thing there is that both 
property owners and developers 
need prompt and decisive action 
from the council,”” Mrs. Randau 
said 

Otherwise, the city runs the risk 
of desirable residential develop- 
ment locating elsewhere, Mrs. Ran- 
dau explained. She supported a max- 
imum density of three units per acre 
for conventional housing, and added 
she has reservations about large - 
seale planned residential develop- 
ment in the area which has low 
priority for development. 

Mrs. Randau said she sees no 
current need to revise the city’s 
growth - management plan. 

She expressed no opinion on how 
the city should finance some $14 
million in storm drains recommend- 
ed by the city staff. 

The southeast section of Upland 
deserves more attention from the ci- 
ty, she noted. Mrs. Randau said 
some sidewalks need repair and that 
residents are concerned about 
crime and poor lighting.

Derek Brian McFann is a self - 
employed sales representative 
associated with a Covina - based 
firm. He has lived in Upland three 
years. 


McFann called the rising cost of 
homes and increasing property tax- 
es the most important concerns fac- 
ing Upland. 

“It’s getting so that many people 
just can’t afford to live in Upland 
and many people can’t afford to pay 
the high property tax, so they’re 
leaving,’ he commented. 

He said the City Council could 
curb Upland expenses by carefully 
watching over all programs and by 
cutting paper work with fewer 
delays of agenda items. 

McFann said Upland should seek 
federal funds for low - cost or sub- 
sidized housing for ‘‘people who 
can’t afford to pay $60,000 - $70,000 
for a new house in Upland.” 

He added, ‘‘I would like to see the 
size of lots standardized in Upland.” 

He favored higher maximum den- 
sity, four to six units per acre, for 
the northwest area than current city 
proposals would allow. 

Smaller lots would mean smaller, 
less ‘“‘fancy’’ houses that more peo- 
ple could afford, MeFann said. 

He said Upland’s current growth - 
management plan allows too rapid 
a pace for residential building, 
straining public services. 


McFann backed the proposed ex- 
tension of the Foothill Freeway and 
said it must be depressed. 


Upland needs to encourage more 
business to locate in Upland in order 
to transform the city to more than 
just a “bedroom community,’ he 
explained. 


He said $14 million is more than 
other cities have paid for storm 
drain systems, although Upland 
needs storm drains ‘‘badly.” 

McFann suggested building up a 
fund for storm drains from yearly 
amounts budgeted by the city.

relieve p

The property tax relief bill that 
appears to be the Legislature’s 
response to Proposition 13 was en- 
dorsed Monday by the county board 
of supervisors. 

But the supervisors objected to 
one of the bill’s key provisions which 
would levy a 5 percent tax on the 
profits from the resale of a home. 

Despite that, Supervisor Robert 
L. Hammock declared, ‘‘Let’s let 
our (legislative) delegation know 
that we support SB 1 and encourage 
them to move along.” 

The supervisors hope that passage 
of a property tax relief bill will 


derail the chances of Proposition 13 
on the June 6 primary ballot. 

Proposition 13, the Jarvis-Gann 
initiative, would limit taxes on all 
types of property to 1 percent of 
market value. It would cut 
homeowners’ property tax bills — 
and local governments’ property tax 
income — by 60 percent. 

Supervisors took turns Monday 
criticizing the proposition on 
grounds that it doesn’t channel 
relief to the group that needs it the 
most — homeowners. 

Instead, they said, the relief 
would go to businesses and in- 
dustries, which pay 52 percent of the 


Grant will fund mid-life 
counseling at college 


An $80,000 grant to set up a mid- 
life counseling service was accepted 
bv the Chaffey College Board of 
Trustees last week. 

The college became eligible for 
the money after it submitted a 
proposal for the project in 
December. The staff-prepared 
proposal was ranked No. 1 among 
those submitted to the California 
State Department of Education and 
the chancellor’s office of the 
California Community Colleges. 

The purpose of the program is to 
involve about 300 individuals over 30 
years old living in the West End in 
re-evaluating their careers. 

Martin Gerstein, dean of counsel- 
ing, told the board the project will 
be directed at out-of-school adults 
who are experiencing ‘‘career dis- 
location”’; in other words, a person 
dissatisfied with his present job and 
wanting a change but not knowing 
how to go about it. 

A majority of the money will be 
used to hire a director for the 16- 
month program and a counselor. 
Along with that, most of the 
remainder of the money will be 
spent for administrative costs and 
material expenditures, Gerstein 
said. 

After the meeting, Gerstein 
elaborated on what the project 
means to the community. 

He said the mid-life age group (30- 
55) has been the subject of little

This generation has 
the luxury of a mid-life crisis where 
previous ones didn’t. That’s because 
people now have more leisure time 
to contemplate about themselves 
and what they want out of life,” 
Gerstein said. 

Persons taking advantage of the 
counseling service do not have to be 
enrolled at the college, Gerstein 
pointed out. 


The project is slated to get under 
way in March with the first 
counselees becoming involved in Ju- 
ly, Gerstein said. The program will 
run through June 1979. At its end, it 
will be evaluated for its effec- 
tiveness, he said. 


He explained an object of the 
program is to look for innovative 
methods of counseling. 


“Some of those methods may not 
work and that’s what we're going to 
find out,’’ he said. ‘‘We are looking 
for solutions to unsolved educational 
problems.”’ 


Gerstein is enthusiastic about the 
project saying there is a ‘‘very 
significant need for it in this area.”

Furthermore, Proposition 13 
doesn’t guarantee renters any relief 
because landlords wouldn’t be re- 
quired to cut their rents despite 
lower taxes. 

“JT seriously question whether the 
savings would trickle down,”’ Ham- 
mock said. 

Although the Legislature’s alter- 
native would cut homeowners’ 
property tax bills by an estimated 40 
percent, “‘it is something we can 
support and live with,” said County 
Administrative Officer Earl 
Goodwin. 

Unlike the Jarvis-Gann initiative, 
the bill would help replace would 
local governments replace the in- 
come they would lose through 
property tax relief, Goodwin said. 
He called it ‘‘a good competitor 
against Jarvis.” 

“Tt is far more beneficial and well 
thought out,” Hammock added. He 
said the relief would go directly to 
homeowners. 

But a majority of the supervisors 
opposed a proposed way to raise 
some of the money to be lost by 
property tax relief — a new tax on 
the profits of resale of a home. The 
California Association of Realtors is 
lobbying against it. 

“Tt is a penalty for people who 
have to sell a home — and I’m 
against it,” Supervisor Dennis L. 
Hansberger said. 

Supervisor Joseph Kamansky 
criticized legislative inaction on 
property tax relief. ‘‘The 
Legislature has been sitting on their 
duffs,”’ he said. 

The bill the supervisors endorsed 
is sponsored by Sen. Peter Behr, R- 
Inverness. 

The Senate has passed one version 
of Behr’s bill. The Assembly 
Revenue and Taxation Committee 
cleared it Friday with amendments. 

The Assembly Ways and Means 
Committee will consider the bill this 
week. Three of its members are 
from San Bernardino County — 
Terry Goggin, D-66th District, Jerry 
Lewis, R-67th District, and Bill 


McVittie, D-65th District. 

If the bill passes the full 
Assembly, the Senate must agree to 
the amendments or work them out 
with Assembly members.

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Chino Basin MWD to manage 
water program under contract 


By PETER WONG 

The first steps were taken 
Wednesday in the long process 
toward better management of the 
groundwater in the Chino Basin — 
the chief source of water for West 
End residents. 

With the approval of the cities and 
others who pump water directly 
from the basin, the Chino Basin 
Municipal Water District board for- 
mally agreed to run the basin 
management program for the next 
five years under contract. 

That was no surprise. That deci- 
sion had already been included in an 
agreement for controls over basin 
pumping. The pian was approved in 
San Bernardino Superior Court last 
month. 

What was notable about 
Wednesday's action was that it 
finally came about after three 
years. 

“After many years of frustration 
and many thousands in starched 
bills,’’ a basin management 
program is finally under way, said 
Carl B. Masingale, president of the 
district board. ‘‘There were many 
moments when it looked like a 
hopeless cause.” 

The plan will do more than just 
limit pumping from a basin that was 
losing water faster than it could be 
replaced over the past 20 years. 

It will also provide a way to put 
water back into the basin and to br- 
ing in new supplies from outside the 


ment program. But its authority will 
be kept in check by an advisory com- 
mittee of water producers. 

Until June 30, the district will run 
the program by spending what is left 
of the money raised by a pump tax 
paid by all water producers in the 
basin. The state law that authorizes 
the tax will expire June 30. 

The money raised by the pump tax 
paid for the negotiations that led to 
the plan. 

The district will get supplemental 
water for the West End through its 
membership in the Metropolitan 
Water District of Southern Califor- 
nia (MWD). 

The water will come from the 
Colorado River (through MWD’s 
aqueduct) and Northern California 
(through the California Water Pro- 
ject). 

Ina related action Wednesday, the 
district agreed to participate on a 


limited basis in a special MWD 
program ending June 30. 

Under the program, MWD. will 
sell Colorado River water to the 
Chino Basin Municipal Water 
District. The cost per acre-foot will 
be less than for completely treated 
water. The district will then resell it 
to cities and water companies. 

In turn, those who buy the water 
will agree to leave untouched an 
equivalent amount of groundwater 
they would normally pump from the 
Chino Basin. This step will not add 
to groundwater supplies but won't 
further deplete the basin, either. 


The only problem is that Colorado 
River water has a relatively high 
salt content, compared with local 
groundwater. 

Recent storms are expected to 
replenish groundwater supplies in 
the upper part of the Chino Basin.

Asthma can be hidden 
under cold symptoms 


Asthma is a form of 
allergy in which the reac- 
tion is localized in the lungs 
Sometimes it takes the 
form of attacks of very dif 
ficult breathing. In its 
milder form, the child 


coughs and occasionally 
wheezes, particularly at 
night 

Like other allergies, 
asthma is caused by an 
abnormal sensitivity to 
specific substances 


(allergens). A stubstance 
which is totally harmless to 
one person may create an 
allergic reaction in another 
The most common type of 
allergen in asthma is an in- 
halant such as house dust 
pollen or animal dander 
Foods or beverages also can 
act as allergens 

The child who has one

form of allergic response is 
quite likely to develop 
others. For example, an 
asthmatic child frequently 
has had eczema in infancy 
and usually has allergic 
rhinitis, which takes the 
form of chronic stuffiness, 
sneezing and itching of the 
nose 

Although asthma almost 
always can be managed 
successfully, many families 
fail to treat it for years for 
two reasons 

First, the combination of 
asthma and allergic rhinitis 
creates symptoms which 
often are mistaken for 
respiratory infections. The 
child sneezes, coughs and 
may even run a fever. As a 
result, the parents mis- 
takenly think the child has a 
head cold which has gone 
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into the chest, and the child 
is treated repeatedly as 
having bronchitis or 
pneumonia rather than 
asthma 

Every child is sure to 
have an occasional head 
cold but the child with con- 
tinuous or recurrent attacks 
of ‘‘colds,”’ cough and chest 
mucus should be examined 
for a possible unrecognized 
asthma. 

Second, there is a 
widespread belief that 
children outgrow asthma 
when they reach 
adolescence, Sometimes 
they do, but follow-up 
studies on large groups of 
asthmatic children show 
that only about one third of 
these children stop having 
asthma completely 

Another third continue to 
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have intermittent asthma 
and about one third become 
chronic asthmatics. 
Waiting to see if a child will 
“outgrow” asthma may ex- 
pose the child to years of 
unnecessary discomfort and 
undermine his or her 
general health 

The first step in treating a 
child’s asthma is to find out 
to what substances he or 
she is allergic. Two 
methods are available — 
careful observation and 
allergy testing 

Doctors rely heavily on 
the cooperation of parents 
in the first process. Parents 
should observe carefully all 


the conditions and cir- 
cumstances under which 
the child develops 


asthmatic reactions 

It often is easier to detect 
the causes of the sneezing 
and the itchy nose than of 
the coughing and wheezing. 
Since the same irritant is 
causing both types of 
allergic reaction, any clues 
the parents observe about 
the nasal symptoms also 
will apply to the asthma. 

Sometimes, especially 
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with food allergies, it is 
necessary to go through a 
long process of trial and 
error, eliminating first one 
suspected allergen and then 
another and observing any 
changes in the child’s condi- 
tion. 

In the second method, the 
child is tested directly with 
many likely sources of 
allergy in his or her en- 
vironment. This method 
works best when allergy is 
due to inhaled substances 
and may save a great deal 
of time over the trial and 
error method. The _inter- 
pretation of allergy tests 
requires experience and 
should be done only by a 
well - trained physician. 

Once the substances that 
cause the asthma are iden- 
tified, they should be 
removed completely from 
the child’s environment. A 
common cause of asthma in 
children is house dust. 

If that has been establish- 
ed as the allergen, the 
physician will outline a 
detailed procedure for 
removal of house dust, par- 
ticularly from the child’s

If animal hair or dander 
has been established as the 
allergen, household pets 
must be banished. Food 
which has been estalbished 
as a cause of the allergic 
reaction must be eliminated 
from the diet. 


It is not always feasible to 
clean a child’s environment 


completely of the offending 
allergen. For example, air - 
borne substances such as 
pollen cannot readiy be 
avoided. 


Fatigue, tension, excite- 
ment, catching a cold or ex- 
posure. to foggy weather 
may bring on an attack of 
asthma. When a child has

Yes, overuse of the 
bathroom heater can waste 
$2-$7 per billing period, 
depending upon the family. 

Using a 1,000-watt heater 
three hours a day for a 
month could add as much as 
$7 to your bi-monthly elec- 
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tric bill. Normal use of a 
heater for only a few 
minutes a day per person by 
a conservation - conscious 
family would be difficult to 
find in. an average electric 
bill. 

One way to limit the use 
of bathreom heaters is to 
follow the example of many 
hotel and apartment 
owners: install a spring- 
wound timing switch in 
place of the ordinary toggle 
switch.

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Tax suggestions help 
save time and money 


With the thought in mind 
that the deadline for filing 
the 1977 income tax return 
is quickly approaching, the 
California Society of CPAs 
has prepared a few 
reminders which may save 
taxpayers time and money 
in the preparation of their 
federal tax returns. 

The first reminder 
relates to the date on which 
returns must be filed. 
Normally, returns would be 
due on April 15, but since 
that date falls on a 
Saturday, returns will be 
considered timely filed if 
mailed and postmarked no 
later than Monday, April 17. 
This will give taxpayers an 
extra weekend for 
preparing returns. 

The second reminder 
deals with the question of 
who must file a return for 
1977. In each of the 
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situations described below, 
a return must be filed even 
though no tax is due or 
payable. 

— Single individuals 
under 65 years, with a gross 
income of at least $2,950, 
are required to file a return. 
A single person who is 65 
years or older need file a 
return only if his or her 
gross income is at least 
$3,700. For married couples 
filing a joint return, the 
amount is $4,700 and may be 
increased by $750 for a 
spouse who is 65 or older. 

— A dependent child who 
is under 19 years old or who 
is a full-time student and 
has $750 or more of 
unearned income (for 
example, interest on a 
savings account) must file a 
return. 

— A married person with 
gross income of at least 
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$750 who chooses to file a 
separate return or who can 
be claimed as a dependent 
by someone other than his 
or her spouse must also file 
a return. 

— A widow or a widower 
whose spouse died on or 
after January 1, 1975, who 
has not remarried since 
then, and who has a 
dependent child or stepchild 
living with him or her, must 
file a return only if his or 
her gross income is at least 
$3,950, or $4,700 if 65 years 
or older. 

Remember, if you have 
earned income which was 
subject to withholding and 
if you expect a refund of 
part or all of your 
withholding, you will need 
to file a return even if your 
income was less than the 
amounts described Also 
remember, taxpayers who

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file early will receive 
refunds sooner. 

After deciding whether 
you must file a return, how 
many dependents you may 
claim is of major 
importance since a $750 
exemption is allowed for 
each qualifying dependent. 

Generally, a person 
qualifies as a dependent it 
you provide more than half 
of the person’s support, and 
certain other criteria are 
met. 

“Support” is the actual 
amount of expense incurred 
during the year for the 
benefit of the dependent. 
This includes food, lodging, 
clothing, tuition, vacations, 
entertainment, and other 
costs. Support also includes 
the fair rental value of 
lodging furnished to the 
dependent by the taxpayer, 
whether or not in the 
taxpayer’s own home. 

If veteran’s assistance or 
a student loan are used 
towards your child’s 
support, these amounts 
should be counted as 
contributions by your child 
to his or her own support. 
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Scholarships are not 
included in the support test. 

A taxpayer meeting the 
support test will generally 
not be ailowed a 
dependency exemption if 
the dependent earns more 
than $750. A major 
exception to this is if the 
dependent is your child 
(foster children included) 
and is under 19 years old, or 
is a full-time student. The 
exemption is lost if a 
married dependent files a 
joint return. 

An adult taxpayer who 
supports his or her elderly 
father or mother may, in 
some cases, claim a 
dependency exemption for 
each parent supported. To 
qualify as a dependent, the 
parent must receive more 
than half of his or her 
support from the taxpayer 
and earn less than $750 for 
the year. Social Security 
benefits are not counted in 
gross income. 

Special provisions apply 
when no one individual 
provides more than 50 
percent of a relative’s 
support, but several

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Unusual play spoofs mysteries

The characters and stage 
setting are right out of a 
1930s murder mystery. 

The plot is not. 

“The Real Inspector 
Hound,” a comedy playing 
at California State 
Polytechnic University, 
Pomona features a dead 
body, a police inspector 
dressed to the toes in 
Sherlock Holmes genre 


_ costume, and two attrac- 


tive, stylish, haughty 
women vying for the love of 
a handsome young man, 
who is a suspect in a killing. 

But playwright Tom Stop- 
pard does a brilliant job of 


¢ putting these and other 


elements of the murder 
mystery into a spoof of the 
kind of entertainment we've 
seen in late-late shows on 
television, or Mystery 
Theater over radio. 

And if this isn’t enough, 
Stoppard interweaves a 
spoof on drama critics in 
this play within a play. 

The show starts before 
the first person walks in the 
door — the Body is flat 
upon the floor of the stage 

a position it keeps 
throughout most of the play. 

About 15 minutes before 
the play begins, a bearded 
young man dressed in a tux- 
edo walks onto a platform 
overlooking the main stage

where the murder mystery 
is to occur. This is Moon, an 
up-and-coming drama 
critic, played by Charles D. 
Ketter. 

A few minutes later 
another central character, 
Birdboot, also a critic 
played by M. James 
Breslin, sits down in the 
real audience. He then 
walks on stage to join Moon 
in the ‘‘audience.” 

Then Stoppard’s second 
story line begins — the 
spoof of drama critics. 

The dialogue between 
Moon and Birdboot is both 
amusing and informative 
before and during the first 
act of the murder mystery 
they and the real audience 
are watching. The humor 
results from their con- 
trasting personalities: 
Moon, new on the job and in 
a hurry to prove himself, 
very impressed with his 
own evaluation which is 
clothed in intellectual and 
abstract terms; and Bird- 
boot, an experienced critic 
who seems to find a simple 
reason for everything that 
goes on in the play he is 
watching. 

The contrast in per- 
sonalities and approaches 
to the job of a critic offers

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insight into some of the ar- 
bitrary reasoning that Stop- 
pard suspects goes on in the 
minds of some critics. 
These two seem to talk 
about everything in the play 
in very immediate and sub- 
jective terms, Moon reduc- 
ing everything to ‘‘That’s 
the human condition, isn’t 
it?’ and revealing his ambi- 
tion to take over the regular 
critic’s job, and Birdboot 
trying to help lead actress, 
Felicity, launch a career to 
stardom. 

Stoppard’s first theme, 
the spoof on murder 
mysteries, and his second 
theme, the spoof on critics, 
are combined in the second 
act when a frustrated Bird- 
boot walks on stage to 
answer the stage telephone 
— and inextricably 
becomes involved in the 
murder mystery. 

Moon is also drawn into 
the play-within-a-play later 
on, and Stoppard’s themes 
are combined. 

What happens next is both 
amusing and unexpected. 

Everyone did a good job 
in the play, including the 
Body, who laid on the floor 
for an awfully long time, 
leaving his position only to 
take a red-faced bow at the 
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end. The Body was played 
by Alan Spencer. 

Mrs. Drudge, the cleaning 
woman, played by Robin 
Stull, had a crickety way of 
walking and a strained way 
of talking and the uncanny 
ability to say something 
funny at any time. 

Lady Cynthia Muldoon, 
with the cliche looks and 
mannerisms of an attrac- 
tive, mature woman, was 
brought to life by Lucinda 
Dronberger. Her role in- 
cluded gasps of surprise and 
a seductive way of speaking 
to her lover. 

Felicity, played by Cindy 
Myers, had all the 
flourishes and movements 
and expressions of the 
selfish young aristocrat out 
to get her man. 

Simon, Kurt J. Fraleigh, 
is the slightly fruity visitor 
to the Muldoon Mansion 
who has the two women in 
an uproar and brings to the 
scene Magnus and Inspec- 
tor Hound. 

Magnus, played by Scott 
Hawkins, claims to be the 
long-lost brother to Mul- 
doon himself, who is 
presumed dead. His 
character is more confusing 
than his attire, which in- 
cludes a Chinese gown, a 
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beanie, and a patch on one 
eye. 

Hound, played by Kevin 
McDonald, is absurdly 
humorous — even zany 
when he comes tromping 
over the snow to the Mul- 
doon Mansion to make his 


investigation. 
They, along with the BBC 
radio voice, Kevin 


Whitaker, and the stage 
hand, Dan Weilage, com- 
bine to put on a play that is 
definitely fun to watch. 

And don’t be surprised if 
it takes you a little while to 
figure what the last act is 
all about. ‘‘The Real 
Inspector Hound’’ will play 
again 8 p.m.

Brown vetoed the bill only hours 
before the Monday midnight 
deadline for a decision 

But freeway supporters are look- 
ing into other possibilities that 
would keep the corridor clear from 
La Verne through Claremont, 
Upland, Alta Loma and Etiwanda to 
the Devore Freeway 

The bill’s chief author was 
Assemblyman Bill Lancaster, R 
Covina. It would have required the 
state to protect the freeway cor- 
ridor by buying land in the right of 
way 

That would have cost the state an 
estimated $1 million in the first year

Hal Bailin, president of the 
Foothill Freeway Association, said 
he took the news of Brown’s veto 
“with a great deal of disap- 
pointment.”’ 

“When push comes to shove 
they (cities) are going to have to let 
development go,”’ Bailin, an Upland 
City Council member, said this mor- 
ning. 

Supporters of the bill, including 
local mayors, other city officials 
and state legislators, are expected 
to decide soon what they will do 
next 

One possibility is a legislative 
override of Brown’s veto. But 
mustering the two-thirds majorities 
in the Assembly and Senate to do 
that will be ‘‘most difficult’’ at best, 
says one of the bill’s supporters. 

The Senate has voted several 
times in this two-year legislative 
session to override Brown’s vetoes 
But the Assembly has done so only 
once — to reinstate the death penal- 
ty 

The bill (AB 469) passed both 
houses unanimously last year and a 
final version cleared the Assembly 


earlier this year 

Tony Malone, administrator of the 
association, said, ‘‘I kind of ex- 
pected it (a veto) .... We've been 
fighting a philosophy up there.”’ 

If nothing is done to relieve local 
cities of pressures to protect the 
corridor, ‘‘it puts the communities 
ina tremendous bind,” Malone said. 

“But I don’t think we'll give up 

State Sen. Ruben S. Ayaia, D-32nd 
District, was the first to be 
informed of Brown’s veto Monday 
night. 

“If some future governor 
proceeds to complete the freeway as 
originally planned, it will be most 
costly to the taxpayers,” Ayala said 
this morning from his Sacramento 
office. 

Ayala said this would be 
particularly true if homes are 
allowed to be built in the corridor. 

Upland, City Engineer Fred 
Blanchard said local officials are 
exploring the possibility of obtaining 
immediate state relief for two 
owners of land in the right of way. 

One of the property owners is a 
former Upland mayor, Abner B. 
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Brown vetoes Foothill 


the city for holding his land for the 
freeway without paying him a fair 
price. Another property owner has 
already brought suit. 

“It’s unfair to keep them 
dangling,’ Blanchard said. 

In his veto message, Brown 
carefully avoided saying whether he 
favored or opposed the freeway. 

Instead, Brown said he vetoed the 
bill because it would grant “‘special 
treatment”’ to the Foothill Freeway 
corridor without adequate 


justification. 
That was the same argument 


offered against the bill by the 
California Department of Transpor- 
tation (Caltrans). 

Brown said the issue should be 
decided by the newly created 
California Transportation Commis- 
sion, whose nine members he named 
only last week. The commission will 
hold its first meeting March 9-10 in 
Sacramento. 

Caltrans Director Adriana Gian- 
turco has already indicated her 
department will ask the commission 
to delete the route from the state’s 
freeway system. 


“Tm extremely disappointed with 
the governor and his advisers on this 
issue,” Ayala said. 

Ayala said that asking the com- 
mission to decide the fate of a route 





that was included in the state’s 
freeway systern 20 years ago “‘is like 
changing the rules in mid-stream.” 

Bailin labeled Brown’s reference 
to the new commission ‘‘a copout.”” 

“It’s going to take them a year to 
get their feet on the ground ... and in 
that year, the route will be lost,” he 
declared.

Traded for two rookies 
and future draft choice 


Finstermeister was 
furious. He stomped up to 
the desk of the city editor 
and -shoved the afternoon 
edition of the newspaper 
under the editor’s nose. 

‘How dare you!’’ 
Finstermeister demanded, 
his rage filling the 
newsroom. ‘‘After all I’ve 
done for this newspaper, 
how dare you!” His voice 
was threatening, but the 
city editor was 
understanding.
